Tho 
latter was shot and oxpired immediately, 
Exotta’s soldiers thereupon took Martinex 
prisoner and captured the barracks. Twenty- 
three mon were killed, It is assertod that the 
president, through excitement, dicd from 
heart disease.

50 min, west, 
These islands lie to the southward of a coral 
reef about 24 miles in length, extending 
northeast. to southwest, by 12 miles in 
breadth, 

There are two towns, St. Geor 
Hamilton, tho latter being the cen’ 
colonial Government, The wholo popula- 
tion numbers about 15,000, of whom about 
one-third only aro whites The soil is very 
fertile, and a large business is done with 
New York in vegetables and flowers, It. is 
one of Great Britain’s naval stations, having 
largo docking facilities and ample plant for 
the repair of modérn war ships. 

The Westmeath sailed from London on 
May 23 with the cablo and arrived here on 
June 7, She has been fitted up for the work 
by the contractors, who bave utilized the 
tanks and cable machinery taken out of the 
Roddam, after that vessel had completed the 
laying of the French West Indian cables. 

Tho Westmeath, after landing tho stores 
for the equipnient of the Bermuda station, 
lauded the shore end there and paid out a 
short distance seawards, Tho cable.was then 
cut and buoyed and the Westmeath proceed- 
ed to Halifax, taking soundings on the way.

It was originally in- 
tended to proceed the other way, laying from 
Bermuda up to Halifax, but owing’ to the 
prevalence of fog at this time of year it was 
decided that there would be risk of delay. 

The cable consists of five rizes—the Ber 
muda shore end, about six inches in 
diameter; the Halifax shore end, two “inter- 
mediates,” A and B, and the deep sea section. 

The cable will be opened for goneral com- 
mercial business from 8 a.m, to8 p.m, aud 
the greatest amount of traffic is anticipated 
between New York and Bermuda. Arrange- 
ments are now being negotiated with all 
American, Canadian aud European lines for 
a general interchange of business, 

The line isto be extended to Nassau and 
Jamaica, and thence to Progreso and Vora 
Cruz, Also a line will be laid from Bermuda 
to the Azores, and thence to Lisbon, Por- 
tugal. 

The rate per word between Bermuda and 
Halifax will be 75 cents,

Tho enemios of Diaz say that the law 
recently passed by the Mexican congress, 
making it possfble at the next election to 
gloct Diaz fox life, will result in bis assassi- 
uation and a revolution, They say that 
some of the governors of tho states of the 
Moxican confederation said boldly that if 
congress can pass a law making it possible to 
be president for lifo, that thoir logislatures 
ought also to make their tenure of office for 
life, There iano doubt that the law has 
occasioned considerable unrest in Mexico. 
‘The organizers of the outbreak are said to 
make their headquatters in Laredo, and 
agonts of the Amorican Government, soitis 
said, have been here for several days secur- 
ing the names of the men, 

To-night I learned that warrants have 
beon issued for Ruis, Sardonall and about 50 
othora. Deputy United States Marshal 
Yglesias bas the papers for their arrests, and 
knowing full well that ho has not a forco 
sufficient to arrest them, has asked for troop 
from Fort McIntosh. The fugitives aro said 
to be stationed about 50 miles above hera, 
Deputy Yglesias loft Fort McIntosh at 11 
o'clock to-night for the point which scouts 
indicate as the rendezvous of the revolution- 
iste, with a sufficient force of United States 
soldiers to kill or capture them. At the same 
time a force of Mexican soldiers left the fort 
in New Laredo to intercept the revolutionists 
should they attempt to escapo across the Rio 
Grande. The penalty for the violation of 
the revolutionary act of the United States 
criminal code is $1000 fine and three to seven 
years in penitentiary. 

San Antonio, Tex., June 25,—Senor Felipe 
Gonzalis, a wealthy merchant and rancher 
of Tamico, Mexico, has arrived here from 
tho scene of the alleged revolutionary oporn- 
tions in Mexico, According to Gonzalis the 
alloged revolution is nothing more or leas 
than a bold attempt of an organized gang of 
bandits to commit robbery. Gonzalis says 
that last Friday the bandits, under the leader- 
sbip of an ex-officer of the Mexican army, 
attacked a train near Monterey bearing gold 
and silver bullion to the United States. Tho 
train was well guarded by a detachment of 
soldiers and a pitched battle resulted, in 
which several of th» bandita were killed and 
their leader captured and shot. Tho bandits, 
Gonzalis declares, were Mexican refugees 
who crossed from tho Texas sido of the river 
near Laredo. Notwithstanding this state- 
ment it is the genoral belief here that a revo- 
lutionary movement of no inconsiderable im- 
portance is in progress.

The death of Mr, McLelan was not alto- 
gothor unexpected. Failing health oom- 
pelled him two years ago to relinquish bis 
post in the Federal Cabinet of which as Pre- 
sident of the Council, Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries, Minister of Finance and 
Postmaster-General he had been a mem- 
ber for seven yearn, Of Mr. McLolan's 
practical statesmanship the departments 
over which he presided will long continue to 
bear potent witness, While holding the marine 
porti®lio he organized the meteorological 
burea® made great improvements in the lifo 
saving service and introduced the gas buoy 
system. In tho postofiice he introduced the 
parcel post, consolidated the departmental 
finances and extended the entire system. As 
aSinancier, he was cautious, firm-handed and 
clear-headed, During his short term as Min- 
ister of Finance be introduced the polarisco- 
pie test of sugar, 

Tn politics Mr, McLelan was a Liberal and 
Anti-Confederate up to 1869, when he and 
the late Mr, Howe separated from their 
friends and accepted the situation.

ACOLLISION OF AUTHORITY. 


The Mayor, Council and Police Force of a 
Town Arrested. 

Spokane Fauxs, Wash., June 26.—A seri- 
ous collision occurred yesterday between 
the authorities cf Spokane’ County and tho 
city of Spokane Falls. There isa rivalry ox- 
isting betwoen the Spokane Stroct Railway 
Company and the City Park Transit Com- 
pany, both wanting to lay tracks on Division- 
street for an electric and cable line, The 
Street Railway Company has its line in posi- 
tion and the City Council ordered the track 
torn up in five days, The limit expired at 
midnight Asa precautionary measure tho 
‘Transit Company bad procured an injunction 
from the Superior Court to prevent the 
city authorities from interfering with the 
tracks, 

At 4 o'clock yesterday morning the work 
of demolition began, Acting Mayor David- 
son, Sheriff Hinchliff and other city and 
county officials were present, The shoriff 
and his deputies arrested tho mayor, super- 
intendent of streots aud Captain of Police 
Martin, who gave bonds, and returning to 
the sceno found a large force relaying the 
track. Tho police ordered them to desist 
and arrested all who refused, and sibse 
quently took the sheriff and his doputics 
into custody, State warrants were then 
issued for the arrest of all the mombers of the 
City Council and the entire police force, 
about 65 men. Thix disqualified the potice- 
men and an entire force of special policemen 
were sworn in, Upon the order of Judge 
Kenneard, of the Superior Court, 250 deputy 
sheriffs were sworn in, 

The fight between the street railway com- 
panies bas now quieted down and toxlay both 
sides await the action of the court, to which 
the caso was referred. Acting Mayor David- 
son abd Councilmen Bettis and Notbobm ap- 
peared before the court thi: morning on a 
charge of contempt, for disobeying the orders 
of the court, They are defended by Atvor- 
ney-General Jones, Decis on will not be 
rendered before to-morrow.

Chances for Cherrios, 

The proper condition for fruitfulness fo 
cherry trees is moderate, but not excessive 
growth. Young trees making rapid growth 
rarely fruit much till they get age and ma 
turity. When a tree reaches a proper alzo we 
expect fruit. There are two’ extremes to bt 
avoided—too rapid growth and diminutive 
growth, Ahealthy cherry tree in its non 
taal condition is expected to yiold fruit, I 
the flowers are perfect and well developed 
they should set young cherries, and these in 
turn we expect to mature and ripen, When s 
cherry grows to half its size and then withert 
ard falls, it is usually owing to the 
puncture of the curcuilo, On apple trees use 
Paris green; half a pound to 100 gallons of 
Water will not burt the foliage, Or into « 
small cask of water stir half a pint toa pint 
ofcoal tar. The odor is very offensive to the 
curcvilo. To this mixture, as soon as the 
young cherries begin to show, add ono table 
spoonful of white hellebore to each pailful, 
stir itin well and spray tho trees thorough: 
ly. There is a possibility that owing to a 
scarcity of begs the blossoms failto fertilize 
well, We owo much tothese Uttle workers, 
and honey is not the only benofit they con- 
for.

USEFUL HINTS AND ADVICE FOR 


FARMERS TO READ. 


Milletor Hungarian Grass an Excellent 


Crop—Current Farm Notes—

treatment, If the seed is 


pown iu slay (or even as late as Juno) the 
rapid growth of the plants pormits of a crop 
ef nutritious hay at a season of tho year 
when no other crop can be grown with equal 
advantage, and for such reason millet and 
Hungarian grass fill a placo on the farm that 
enablos the farmer to recover what he has 
lost in the carly spring. It is soldom that 
millet or Hungar grass fail if the soil has 
beon properly prepared, and both crops will 
grow on heavy land or light sandy soil. 
MILLET AB STOOK FOOD, 

In thoso seotions where clover cannot be 
profitably grown millet bay has been found 
to be highly rolished by both horsos and cat- 
tle, and thoy como out in tho spring in excel 
lent condition, If cut and mixed with bran 
or ground grain cows can bs kept in full flow 
of milk with it, aid no Othor Kay will be 
necessary, It should be cut when in ite best 
stage of growth, which is justas the seed heads 
aro forming, as the nutritious matter is then 
arrested in tho stalks and leaves. It is cured 
tho same as ordinary hay and xtored in the 
loft, An it grows very tall and luxuriantly 
on well manured soil the yield of hay is very 
large. Millet is soldom cut, until nearly ma 
tured, but Hungarian grass can bo grown 
stooling out and growing rapidly after eack 
mowing until frost, When seeding sow

Ono way to save transportation is to raist 
everything needed than can be grown one 
farm. ‘here ore many kinds of fruit and 
Vegetables that are seldom grown by farmers 

The more frequently the grass iy cut the 
the greater the tax on the land. Use plenty 
of manure on all land intended for grass next 
season, Firrt kill out the weeds by cultivat 
ing the land with a crop requiring the use of 
tho cultivator, 

Manure often contains seeds that sprout 
When spreading manure work itinto the 
soil well, and allow time for the ‘seeds te 
germinate, Then go over the fleld with « 
harrow from time to time until ready t 
seed in the crop desired. 

Swoet potatoes brought good prices las! 
year, the wet wether being unfayorablo t« 
suchacrop, This season has been excellent 
for setting out plants, anda large crop will 
be the result, unless very dry weather o1 
disease prevents later in the season, 

Of the now varieties of cantaleups the 
Emerald gom is one of the best. It is ol 
medium size, and drops away from the vin¢ 
‘assoon asripe, Though not as attractive in 
appearance as some varieties, it is unexcelled 
for uniformity of fruit and quality of 
flesh. 

Breeding from immature stock every year 
will sooner or later tend to deterioration. 1 
is better to use animals in their prime than 
to replace them with young stock. If a 
changoisdesired reserve the younger stool 
until each is matured and fully developed. 

Old strawberry beds that have borne well 
soon begin to give place to weeds, and th 
ground should be plowed as soon as the croy 
is harvested, and planted to late potatoe 
or Hungarian grass, which destroys th 
weeds and cleans the ground for next season, 

Melons should be well hoed and cuitivated 
until they begin to run, The vory young 
planta may be hoed with advantage, bul 
after that time all cultivation should be done 
withont disturbing the hills, Melon-growent 
hoe in front of the vines, not among them, at 
they soon cover the ground, 

‘The milk from cows fed on wholesome grain 
and good pasturnge is of better quality for 
food than that from stall-fed animals that 
aro permitted to eat refuse from granariot 
and factories without regard to breed. Choica 
breeds to produce a choice article must be pro 
vided with food of the best quality for that 
purpose, 

The bush lima bean that has been introduc 
ed quite extensively isof the Seweo family 
afd is rathor small in size, It requires o 
longer season than wo have in this latitude to 
permitit to fully mature its crop, though it 
will afford a supply for use, A Jarge bush 
lima is now being introduced, but the seed is 
scarce as yet. Next season it will be given a 
trial in many sections.

The Wine Question and the Miracle 
of Cana in Galilee 

lo discussing the wine question in tho 

Sonate, aa alao in other places, great stress 


by Chriat at the wedding of Oana—and 

strong arguments, if thoy coald bo ao called, 

bave been ured in favor of the use of wine 
asa boverage, But tho question will ariso 
as | procee’, What is wine and how made? 

At present, I shall confine myself to the 
. | miraclo, St. John, chapter, contains 

an accoant of the miracle of water turned 

into wing, and from his accound wo road 
how the miraclo was performed. tis quite 
evident that the wine thoy were using at 
the foast had all boon used, for **the mothor 
of Jeaus saith unto him,they have no wine;” 
chapter ii., part v. 3 Verse 6 informs us 
that “thore wore alx waterpots of stone,” 
and ‘* Josua said unto them, fill the water- 
pots with water,” which was dono, vorao 7. 
Verso 8 shows the command to ** draw out 
now, and bare unto the governor of the 
feast,” but vorses 9 and 10 state that ‘the 
governor of the feaat calloth the bridegroom 
and saith unto him, every man at the begin- 
ning doth set forth good wine; and when 
men have well drank, thon that which is 
worse ; bub thou hast kept the good wine 
until now.” It will be observed the gov 
ernor did not say the strong wine, but the 
‘*good"'—no doubt the beat he ever drank ; 
and well ho might say so, for our Lord 
would not have given an infericr wine, but 
that which was far superior, as no alcoholic 
roperties were to be found in it. So much 
for tho miracle, 

Those who use this miracle of Christ to 
prove that wine is good and not condemned 
by scripturo, and biso their arguments on 
it cannot have read the Bible as they ought 
or they would not cry to base thoir argu- 
ment for wine drinking on what Christ did 
at tho marriage feast, Christ could not be 
inconsistent with himself; he could not 
pronounce drankenness to bea sin and then 
make a wine that would intoxicate, thus 
defeating the very object of His mission in 
coming from heaven to earth to suffor and 
die to eave a lostand ruined world. We 
must believe his every act consiatent unless 
make him tho author of sin; and ho tolls 
us plainly what we should do to obtain 
everlasting life. 

It has boon frequently asked, did our 
Lord sanction the use of wine? Nota 
doubt of it, but where is the proof that he 
sanctioned the use of intoxicating wines? 
So far no proof has been successfully pro- 
duced. What was the object and end of 
this miracle of our Lord? In my opinion, 
it was simply to supply the Governor and 
the guosts at the foast with a beverage so 
much superior to what they had been 
drinking that it at once called forth the ex- 
pression of the Governor, that ‘thou hast 
kept the good wine until now." Surely 
Christ would in this miracle be on his guard 
(were that needed) agalnst doing anything 
that might tend to lead the guests astray. 
Has any other miracle of our Lord been so 
much misunderstood as that of wine? Tho 
lover of strong drink or of wine of the pre- 
sont day, may plead the miracle as an ex-

On May 11 the girl disappeared and twodays 
afterward her parents learned that she was 
seon in company with a strange man and 
a flashily-dressed woman going toward 
tho railroad depot. The police wore asked 
to search for Uttle Amelia, and from 
the description of the man given as last soon 
with the girl they traced an Italian tailor 
named Kutchnolli of No, 83 Elizaboth-street, 
this city, Kutehnolli was arrested and 
taken to the Tombs Police Court, but was 
discharged for the lack of evidence. Tho 
Italian admitted ho had seen Amelia while 
working in Southington, but declared ho 
mow nothing of hor disappearance from 
home. At this stago Mr. Glave decided to 
push tho search for his daughter to tho 
utmost, and six mon and one woman have 
been following every clue, At present it is 
believed the child is concealed in this city, 

Chief Fuller has also been called upon to 
solve the mysterious disappearance of two 
other Connecticut girls, Both of these are 
said to be the daughters of prominent fam- 
ilies. One girl, described as about 17 year 
of age, loft her home in Moridon a week ago, 
and was last seen in company with a young 
man of the town. This party, however, it 
was ascortainod, was only in the girl's com- 
pany about half an hour, when she left him 
to keep an appointment, as she said. 

Tho other missing one is a precocious and 
handsome girl, only 16 years of ago, and the 
daughter of well-to-do people in Norwalk. 
Bho left hor home about 9 o'clock on Juno 2, 
and was last seon drinking a glass of soda 
water in company with a well - dressed 
young woman sho met at tho railroad 
station of tho Now Haven line. In both 
the latter cases the descriptions given’ of 
the woll-dressed young woman seen 
in company with the missing ones, curiously 
enough, turns out to be identical. Then to 
render matters thé moro remarkable it has 
been declared that the well dressed woman 


Was recognized as nono other than the notor~ 
fous Blanche Douglass, the woman accused 
as having been an accessory in the death of 
Jonny Cramer, 


Thore may be somo orror in 
tho identity of the woman figuring in the 
Present cases, asthe papers somo time ago 
published the death of Blanche Douglass, of 
Jonny Cramer murder notorioty.

I already 
have learned enough to show at least 10 girls 
whose ages average from 14 to 18 years have 
been enticed here, Formerly theso agents 
dopended upon their trafile in young girls 
betwoen Brooklyn, Jersey City and Boston, 
but the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children has driven them to Connecticut, 
In the case of the Glave girl I am protty 
certain I shall recover her before many 
days. Sho was traced to New Haven and to 
this city and her youth will no doubt keep 
her abductors from immediately using her 
for their purpose, fearing detection. The 
claim that the woman who was soon last with 
tho girls we are now in soarch of is Blanche 
Douglass I am myself dubious about, as I 
read of her death.

ATTEMPTED MURDER. 


A Now York Hungarian Shoots His Wife

ments. Lutz then fired two shots into his left 
breast, killing himself instantly. Mrs. Luts's 
wounds are dangerous, but she may recover. 


Another Gotham Tragedy. 

New Youx, July 4.—Mra Heater Loppy, aged 
40, was found dead to-night in her apartments on 
the top tloor of No. 287 Christle-street. She had 
been stabbed through the heart with a pair of 
shears and her husband, Martin, is under arrest 
charged with the murder, A year ago Loppy 
had a fight with a woman and was 
struck o1 the head with an iron kettle, He lost 
the aight of bis Jett eye and his mind became 
affected.

of Superintendent Mathison, of the Ontario 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. Rath- 
er would we speak of his general character, 
and of ita | and practical influence 
upon the mutes of the province asa whole. 

Born in the State of Maine, and descend- 
ed from illustrious ancestry, Mr, Greene 
received his primary education at the Hart- 
ford Asylum, His rapid progress and prom- 
ising intellect attracted special notice, and 
he was induced to enter the National Deaf- 
Mate College at Washington, from which 
he graduated with honors after a full course 
of four years. Mr. Greeno always spoke 
gratefully of, and with affection for, his 
‘benign mother,” as to her ho owed that 
mental trainiog which qualified him for the 
duties which he afterwards so nobly dis- 
charged. It should be remembered, however, 
that honors, whether at school or colloge, 
were mutually bestowed and reflected. If 
his “kind mothor” in Washington nurtured 
and educated him, he in turn was ready 
and willing to respond to the many calls 
made upon him, outside his regular work, 
for exhibitions of his rare ability—which 
greatly redounded to the oredit of the In- 
stitution, Mr. Greene had a deop-rooted 
affection for the land of his birth. He 
loved and revered its people, its traditions 
and its institutions. Nevertheless, to re- 
move any cause that might in the least 
degree impair tho usefulnoss of his labors, 
he deemed it not inconsistent nor unmanly 
to transfer his political allegiance to the 
country wherein he had chosen to mako 
hia future residence; consequently for years 

revious to his death, he had been a loyal 

ritish subject. Ina brief obituary notice 
in one of the American journals for the 
deaf, it was well remarked that Mr. Greene 
was ‘an accomplished sign-maker.” In 
this respect he was certainly not surpassed, 
and probably stood without a peer on the 
continent. A portly figure, wgenial and 
intellectual face, easy and graceful gestures, 
refined manners, elegant digtlon—all were 
combined in Mr, Greene to make him mas- 
ter of the language natural to the deaf. 
Thousands of Ontario's citizens of all sects 
and classes, and many elsewhere can certify 
to the thrilling realistic delineations—now 
provoking to uncontrollable laughter by 

is inimitable humor, now melting to tears 
by the recital of some pathetic or familiar 
scene from the life of our Saviour, 

But Mr. Greene was more than an ao- 
somplished sign maker. He was a deep 
thinker, a close reasonor, and a careful ob- 
server of men and methods, A new idea, 
whether original or communicated, he 
never reduced to practice till it had firgt 
been subjected to the teat of his own judg- 
ment, which was rarely ab fault, He was 
quick to detect fallacies in argument and de- 
‘sign, and equally ready in yielding a weak 
position, whon he discovered its error. 
Whether in the school room, in the associa- 
tion, on the playground, or in the ordinary 
walks of life, he never permitted his judg- 
ment tobe swayed by favoritism or the 
hope of popularity, He had the courage of 
his convictions. True, in deference to su- 
perior authority, where opinions were in 
conflict, he gracefully withdrew all opposi- 
tion, but this without, in the least surren- 
dering any principle which he held to be 
sound. Mr. Greene was without a known 
enomy. His positive character commanded 
the respect, and his genial disposition and 
courteous manners won the esteem of all, 
from the highest to the most humble. He 
knew how to accept the hospitality of the 
educated and refined without hypocrisy or 
fawning, and his sympathetic nature enabl- 
ed him to appreciate the regard of the low- 
ly without pride orarrogence. His insight 
into the character of men, even upon alight 
acquaintance, was indeed marvellous; and 
it was this faculty that so happily aided 
him in the selection of friends worthy of 
confidence, andin the dignified, yot kind- 
ly, rebuke of undue familiarity. 

But lastly, and best of all, Mr. Greene 
was a Christian, His religious convictions 
wero based upon a clear understanding and 
seceptance of the doctrines of the New 
Testament, Ho had a firm belief in an 
over-raling Providence—so firm, indeed, 
that ho was led by it, at times, almost to 
the vorge of fatalism ; yot it was a beliof 
tompored and softened by an abiding faith 
{n tho wiso ordering of a just and merciful 
God. He was a member in good and regu- 
lar standing of St. Thomas’ Church, Bello- 
ville—Rey. Canon Burke officiating ; and 
for years ho had rendored valuable ald to 
the pastor in the preparation of pupils, so 
doniring, for confirmation, and participation 
in tho Holy Communion, Mr. Groeno’s 
influence with the pupils of tho Institution 
in Bolloville was, at all timos, anbounded ; 
but that influence was novor exerted, save 
for their tomporal or spiritual welfare, In 
thoir little troubles, they always wont to 
him for instruction and advico, as toa fath- 
or or loving friend, asin him, aufforing » 
like affliction with thomsoclves, they placed 
implicit trust; and that trast was nover 
botrayed, nor wore they over turned away 
sorrowing. His last rational act on oarth

A Hint to Anglers 
The angler should take care of his fish 
after he has caught thom. It is discredit- 
able to fetch back slot of sun and wind 
dried trout, a'l curled up and still. Puta 
handful of grasa or ferns in the bottom of 
the creel and kill the fish as soon as caught 
by hitting them a sharp blow on the back 
of the bead. If tho weather is hot, clean 
the morning's catch at noon, and every few 


hours dip the creel in the atream, 
The best and surest way to keep 
trout to take home is as follows: Olean 


them thoroughly, taking caro to remove 
the gills and the blood under the back 
bone, wipe dry inside and out, but do not 
wash thom, sprinkle the inside with black 
epper, but on no account use salt, Pack 
n cool, fresh grass and keep them in tho 
shade. If ice is used it should be put in a 
tin can, or at least at the bottom of the 
creel, for i oils the flavorof trout to 
have them soaking in water.—Forest and

lessly upon the calendar for w: Mr, 
Reed's policy does not seem to be one of 
action” in regard to these resolutions, which 
embody the views of his distinguished Maine 
rival, Mr. Blaine. 

Again and again Mr, Hitt and other mem- 
bers of tle committee have asked that a day 
¥ given for the consideration of measures 
from the Committee on Foreign Affairs. 
Speaker Reed and his associates of Commit- 
tev on Rules bave not soon fit to report tho 
necessary order and itisdoubtfulif the subject 
bas been even mentioned in the committee.

Untidiness and Kuin in Shops. 

Whother itis that untidines: loats to ruin 
or thata manufacturer who is losing money 
has not the moral stamina to keep things in 
trim, thrifty shape is a hacd ma‘ter t> dete *- 
mine, but true it is that untidivess iu the 
shop and office and ruin are such close friends 
that they are ordinarly’ seen together, aud 
the sight of one suggests the other, We have 
often seen men of rare industry, judged by 
their hustling manner, who would spend time 
each day looking for tools they had forgotten 
where they left, stumbling over piles of stray 
castings left under the Iatueor piled on or 
under the bench, or pawing those castings 
over fora piece somewhere in this pile or 
that, when it ought to be in a place by iuelf, 
going from tool to toolor bench to bench to 
find or borrow a drill or wrench or ham- 
mer or block, where there should be just 
one place to find the d sired article. And 
when the articles are fou d, he never thinks 
of returning them to their proper place 
In fact, there will be no “proper place” for 
tools in such a shop, and th8 next min who 
wants them will go onthe same hunting ex- 
pedition about the shop. Such a shop will 
always have black and dirty walls and ceil- 
ing, with windows splattered with dirt and 
decorated with cobwebs, notwithstanding 
thattho light isso bad that careful work is 
rendered impossible or tedious of accomplish- 
ment, when a few pence worth of lime and a 
brush would whiten the walls and ceiling, 
and greatly improve the light, and so ex) ed- 
ite and improve the work. Money and tine 
are lost aad ruin invited by a neglect of thes» 
things. 

But the greatest loss experienced by th!s 
deplorable and needless stato of things is in 
the morale of the shop, Workmen compel- 
led to work in a dingy, ill-kept, and {li-light- 
ed shop will suffer loss of Ligenuity, loss of 
ambition, loss of self-respect and respect for 
their employer and hisintorests.

A Feminine Hermit Who Died Surroanded 
by Reptiles. 

(Va,) lotter the Philadelphia 
A singular cberacter, by name Mar- 
tha Ann Tillson and who Was know as the 
“snake woman,” died near here recently, She 
lived ina little cabin at the foot of Twelve 
O'clock Knob, and Jed a hermit’s life, having 
no one to share her abode excoptsnakes. By 
the few who were ever allowed to seo Ihe fa- 
terior of her cabin it is said to have literally 
swarmed with ber strange companions, with 
which she ate and slopt, and which were to 
bo seen lying in her bosom and colled about 
her Heck, body, abd limbs whenever she was 
caught sight of, 

Hor extraordinary predilection for these 
unpleasant ‘creatures 18 supposed to have 
arisen froma morbid feeling that sho was 
like them, hated of mon, for, naturally de- 
formed, sho récelved in addition an injury to 
the sping,whilo an infant, and though. per, 
fectly sound In mind, was of #0 sensitive o 
fature ay to rondor hor miserable tard uneasy 
in tho presenco of any but her parents, as 
ho imagined horvolf an object of loathing 
and hatred to them, This sh mod to feel 
while still a little qhild, for her peculiar 
frioudship began thon, She! Was observed to 
steal kway every day with a pan of milk, and 
‘on being followed was found to be caressing 
a doxzan or so hideous rattlesnakes, while 
they drank fromthe vewsel which sho held 
in berlap, Horrifled, her parents tried to 
reason with her, then to punish, and finally 

confine ber in an endeavor to break her of 
her fondness for the reptiles, but she pined so 
for her peta that thoy feared sho would die if 
kept from them, Sho evinced even stronger 
distaste for human society as she grew older, 
‘and since the death of her parents has with- 
drawn entirely from apy association with her 
kind, living wholly on tho product of ajsmall 
garden cultivated by herself and of half a 
down chick ons which the snakes seem to know 
wore not legitimate prey, and left unmolest- 
ed. 

Sho was a little, fair worhan of about 45, 
with sandy hait, abuodant and long, which 
ho wore ina numberof tight plaits, which, 
combined with her deformity and the odd 
miscollanpons style of dressing, the result of 
her refusal to hold any communication with 
a follow-being, served to make her a most 
yemarkable-looking object, Sho was looked 
upou asa witch by the negroes about, who 
declared her to be possessed of the evil eye, 
and bated and feared her accordingly, though 
bor life was a most harmless, quiet ono, She 
had been dead some days when discovered 
and her doad body was literally covered by a 
writhing mass of sake, which had to be kill- 
‘ed bofore it could be removed, for the reptiles 
turned viciously on all approaching the re- 
mains. On her heart was found coiled abugo 
rattlesnake dead, 

The inquest proved that the woman's was 
n natural death and it is probable that the 
snake died of grief for its mistress. She left 
no heirs and a few vights after her burial the 
house was burned down, it is supposed by 
some of Ler neighbors, as the greatest horror 
was felt for the place, which was still infest- 
ed with snakes, 


A Moving Mountain. 

A travelling mountain is found at the cas 
cades of the Columbia, It is a triple-peaked 
mass of dark brown basalt, six or eight miles 
in Jongth whore it fronts,the river, and rises 
ton height of almost 2,000 fect above the 
water. 

That it is in motion is the last thought 
which would be likely to suggest itself to the 
mind of any one passing it; yet it is a well- 
established fact that this entire mountain is 
moving slowly but steadily down the river, 
‘ns if it had a deliberate purpose some time in 
the future to dam the Columbia and form a 
great Jake from the Cascades to tho Dalles. 
‘The Indian traditions indicate immense move- 
mevts of the mountains hereabouts long be- 
fore white men came to Oregon, and the early 
settlers, immigrants, many of them from New 
England, gave the above-described mountain- 
ous ridge the name of “travelling,” or ‘‘slid- 
ing mountain.” 

In its forward and downward movement 
the forests along the base of the ridge have 
become submerged in the river. Large tree 
stubs can bo seen standing deep in the water 
on this shore, Tho railway engineers and the 
brakemon find that the line of the railroad 
which skirts the foot of the mountain is being 
continually fore 'd out of place. At certain 
poluts the road bed and rails have been push- 
ed eight or ten feet out of Ifue in afew years, 

Geologists attribute this strange phenome 
non to the fact that the basalt, which consti- 
tutes the bulk of the mountain, rests on a 
substratum of conglomerate, or ot soft 
stone, which the deep, swift current 
mighty river is constantly wearing away, or 
that this softer sub-rock is of itself yielding 
at great dopth to the enormous weight of the 
harder material above,

THE BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY. 


In an article on this subject the Cana- 
dian Manufacturer gives some information 
which may prove of value to the agricultur- 
ints of this district. Our contemporary, 
after referring to the fact that steps are 
being taken to organize a company to pros- 
eoute the beet sugar industry in the pro- 
vince of Ontarlo, remarks that it 1s to be 
expected that this project will have many 
difficulties to overcome, and conalderablo 
misapprehension and prejudice to contend 
with, before the promoters can succeed in 
arousing much interest, or securing liberal 
support for the enterprise. They will find 
it necessary to account for the numerous 
failures which resulted to soyeral similar 
enterprises in the Province of Quebec, and 
must show that the causes which produced 
these failures were such as do not exist in 
Ontario, or may, with ordinary care, be 
avolded or overcome. . Mr. Wilfred Skaife, 
B. A., manager of the BerthierBeot Sugar 
Company during the season 1887-88, attri- 
butes the failure there to the {mmensoe dif-

In order to the propor and successful 
cultivation of sugar beets, the land in- 
tended to be sowed to this crop in spring, 
should be thoroughly manored and plough- 
ed atloast twiceinthepreceding fall, Owing 
to the lateness of the harveat in Quebec, 
this is often Impossible to accomplish there, 
although always practicable in Ontario. 
Early seeding in apring is most desirable, 
so that the young beets may attain good 
ead before the hot dry weather sets in, 
n this respect Ontario has an adyantage 
of two or three weeks over Quebeo, An- 
other important advantage in Ontario is 
the experience and skill of its farmors in 
all kinds of root crops, and thelr general 
appreciation of the benofit derived by their 
lands from the thorough cleaning and cul- 
tivation secured therefrom. While a Que- 
bec sugar company would be compolled to 
seok for its supply of roots over a territory | 
extending to 100 miles from ita factory, an | 
Ontario company can select twenty loca: 
tions in this Province, where it can easily | 
procure an abundant supply of roots from 
an area within ton miles from its works, 

From a large number of. experiments | 
made last season in the territory lying be- 
tween Toronto and Oobourg, and also on a 
larger ecale at the Ontario College Farm at 
Guelph, it was demonstrated beyond doubt 
that large sections of this Province can 
produce immense crops of sugar beeta, far 
exceeding in yield per acre the average 
crops of Germanyand France. The goner- 
al porcontage of sugar was very satisfactory, 
but in some Instances the purity of tho 
nugar was deficient. This, it is thought, 
was attributable to mismanagement in cul 
tivation, as farmers were not informed of 
many of the rules which must be observed | 
in raising sugar beets, Tho exporimont on 
the Guelph farm was an unequivocal suc- 
coss an to yield, percentage of sugarand its 
purity. This shows what can be dono

eral beet sugar factories in successful 
operation, and others are being constructed; 
Nebraska and Wisconsin also have largo 
beet sugar works now erecting ; Pennsyl- 
vania and other States have similar projects 
in contemplation, Why should the Pro- 
vince of Ontario prove less enterprising 
than these States? It has fully as many 
advantages as to climate and soil, and its 
farmers have a mucli longer and more ex- 
tensive experience in root cultivation than 
the farmers of any State in the Union, It 
is hardly possible to exaggerate the im- 
portance of this subjecn, or to overestimate 
the benefits which will result from the 
successful operation of the beet stgar 
industry. To furnish the supply of beet 
roots required to produce the same quan- 
tly of raw suit 8 ib Row annt- 
ally liiported {nto Canad 

ola alone, would absorb tho crops of 70,- 

0 acres, on which o¥e¥ filteon hundred 
thougand dollars worth of labor would be 
expended, and for which the farmers would 
recoive & return per nore fully four times 
as large as for any grain crop.

The Famous Wull-Less Oats Case, 


Saylor Before the Court of 
‘Opinion ofthe Judges—Burton, 
nin—A Caso of Intoreat to the 
Farming Community. 
The case of Bonisteol y, Saylor, in which 
the Court of Appeal recently gave judgment 
at Osgoode hall, is one of great importance. 
Numerous other oases are depending upon 
it, and seed wheat and seed oats frauds 
have been so extensively practised that the 
judgment of the court laying bare the true 
ikwanitem of the transaction in question in 
the case, and searchingly applying legal 
principles to the determination of the rights

The following history of the transaction 
is given by Mr, Justice Osler in his judg-

There was an alleged company called the 
Crawford, Henry, and Williams County 
Seed Company, sald to be incorporated un- 
der the laws of Ohio, 1st Sept. 1885, for the 
production and sale of grain and seeds, I 
do not koow that there {s any other evi- 
dence of the existence of such a company 
beyond the so-called bond to which I shall 
afterwards refer, at tke head of which the 
above particulars are stated. For the pur- 
oses of the case their existence may be 
ssumed ; but, if so, I regard it as being 
Iso proved that they were not incorporated 
‘or any real commercial or agricultural pur- 
ones, but solely for the purpose of auch a 
usiness as this action and others have ex- 
posed, Their operations in the County of 
Hastings were carried on by a man named 
W. W. Hess, with the aid of those who, like 
the parties to this action, dealt with him. 
The nature and connection of these opera- 
tions one with another are sufficiently illus-

The Company will not be held respon- 
sible for any outside contracts made by 
agents other than these expressed on face 
of this bond, 
fhe Crawford, Henry, and Williams 
County Seed Company.

Bonisteel sowed his grain, raised his

That he may 
be in pari delicto is no reason why the aid 
of the court should be given to his oppon- 
ent. Iam unable to decide the case on the 
ground taken in the court below as to the 
failure of consideration from the noa-per- 
formance of the so-called bond, The two 
contracts, though part of the same transac- 
tion, would seem to be independent. Mak- 
ing the bond payable 4 month before the 
notes would at first aeem to be in favor of 
the maker, and could be used as an argu- 
ment to convince him of his security being 
available before his liability matured. * * 
I think the appeal must be dismissed, but 
without costs, 
Mr, Justice MAcLENNAN entirely agreed 
in the judgmenb of the learned Chiet Jus- 
tice, concluding his judgment in these 
words :—I think that on the making of the 
notes by the defendant and the delivery of 
them to the plaintiff, both plaintiff and de- 
tendant were knowingly engaged in pro- 
moting a business necessarily mischievous 
and injurious to the public, and calculated 
and intended to defraud persons who 
might, and who were expected to, become 
their dupes. I think the defendant and 
the plaintiff are equally to blame; that 
they are both equally foolish and wicked ; 
and that the law applicable to such cases 
requires us to afford no assistance to either 
of them, but to leave them in the position 
in which thoy have placed themselves. 
Mr, Justice Bunton dissented from the 
conclusion of the other members of the 
sourt, and was in favor of allowing the 
plaintiff's appeal, He referred to the lan- 
guage of Sir George Jessel, quoted by Mr, 
Justice Osler, and said:—There could 
scarcely be a case to which this language 
could be more applicable than the present, 
where we find two sharp business 
men, fully alive to what they are 
doing, voluntarily entering into the con- 
tract. Ino case of a dupe tho ordinary 
plea of fraud and misropresentation would 
be a defence, and if desirable Parliament 
might be applied to fora remedy, but 1 
confess 1 feel the strongest repugnance to 
assisting the defendand to repudiate a 
liability solemnly entered into, as if he were 
a child of tender years. But | rofer again 
to Sir George Jonsel’s language upon this 
question for the purpose of showing the 
disinclination of the courts to extend the 
rule, and to show that a contract of this 
nature (although the whole schome might 
be of a charactor which a court of justioo 
would not enforce) does not fall within ib.

weather was very dry and windy all through 
April. Daring May and the beginning of 
June, wo had abundance of rain, We fre- 
quently have high winds, which dry out 
tho ground quickly, 

In conversing with several gentlemen 
from different parts of Manitoba they told 
mo that they thooght there never has been 
a better prospect for an abundant harvest 
than there is this season. 

Take the country as a whole, from what

When the yield of milk by the cows be 
gins to shrink the temptation to make up 
the quantity in somo other way Is increased. 
The Act passsed by the Dominion Parlia- 
ment to provides agaiast frauds in the sup- 
plying of milk to cheese, butter, and con- 
densed milk manvfactories {8 a piece of 
wholesome legislation. 

Ip forbids the sending to any such factory 
(1) milk diluted with water, or (2) milk in 
any way adulterated, or (3) milk from which 
any cream has been taken, or (4) milk com- 
monly known as skimmed milk, or (5) milk 
from which any portion of that part of the 
milk known as strippings has been kept 
back, or (6) any milk that Is tainted or 
partly sour, The penalty for each offence 
against the provislons of tho Act, upon 
econylotion thereof before any justice or 
justices of the peace, 1s a fine not exceed- 
Ing fifty dollars and not less than five dol- 
lars, togother with the costs of prosecution. 

The fine when recovered shall be pay- 
able, one-half to the Informant or com- 
plainant, and the other half to the repre- 
sentative of the factory to which the milk 
was sent, to be distributed among tho 

atrons in proportion to their respective 

interests in the product thereof.

the curd particles are so well ** cooked” or 
“dried” that when a handful has been 
pressed for a few moments, they will fall 
apart again as the result of any slight dis- 
turbance. 

An soon as the prosence of acid is discern- 
ible by the hot fron teat, the whey should 
be removed. In the case of gassy curds, a 
fartherdevelopment of acid before the draw- 
Ing off of the whey will be beneficial. 

and stirring will be of advantage until 
the curd fs firm, 

The temperature should be maintained at 
or above 9°, 

The curd should be allowed to mat into 
one mass, 

It should be turned so frequently that 
whey will not collect or stand in small pools 
in or on it. 

If It becomes gassy it should be aired (if 
noed be by grinding and stirring) and after- 
wards kept at a temporature above 94°. 

Tho gas formed in gassy curds hindors the 
development of acid; and the presence of 
acid prevents the formation of gas. The 
treatment should provide for the removal 
of the gas by aeration and the maintenance 
of temperature, by the application of hot 
water to the ourd, or steam to the vat or 
sink in which {t is, 

Close matting and packing of the curd are 
beneficial only after the curd is sufficiently 
dry and when aeration s provided for. 

When the texture of the curd becomes 
stringy in its nature, it should be put 
through the cutter or grinder. 

Aoratlon should be effected by tho atir- 
ring of the curd boforo the addition of salt. 
Usually 15 minutes of such treatment will 
suffice, 
alt should be added at the rate of from 
2} to 24 Ibs. por 1,000 Ibs. of milk, accord- 
ing to the dry or wet condition of the curd. 
A judicious varintion in the quantity of 
salt should be mado in proportion to the 
molat or dry stato. 

The ‘hooping” of the curd should begin 
when the harsh surface, produced on each 
pleco of curd by the salt, commences to 
give place to a alippy, mellow quality. 

Shoulders or projecting edgos on chooso 
aro unsightly evidences of carcloss work- 
manship, and lesson thoir value from 2s. 
to 8s. per owt. in tho English markots, 
Careful prossing and baddaging and the 
turning of the cheers in the hoops in the 
morning will provent thoir formation, The 
pressure should be continued for at loasb 
20 hours.

Timothy in obeying St. Paul's injunction 
no doubt understood his meaning and if ho 
obeyed would only ‘use a little wine” and 
no doubt unfomented, we have nob word 
from Timothy as to whother he obeyed the 
advice given, but from the character which 
Timothy bore as a minister of the gospel it 
may bo inferred that he would not go be- 
yond tho advice given him. Were men who 
quote the words of St. Paul whether mini- 
ster of the gospel or laymen, we would not 
600 80 much of tho evil efforts of drinking 
wine. 

It is quite evident that St. Paul would 
not give bad advice to Timothy and if as he 
gave good advice why should not those who 
proach the gospel in our day be guided by 
tho same advice, and well would it be for 
sll others to be guided by the same prin- 
ciples. 

But St. Paul went further in giving 
round advice: lst Timothy, 3rd chapter, 
2 and 3 verses; in reference to *‘bishops.” 
A bishop muat bo “vigilant, suber, of good 
behavior, given to hospitality, apt to 
teach ; pot given to wine, no sticker, not 
greedy to filthy wine,” as, also, verse 8, 
in reference to deacons, that they should 
‘not (be) given to much wine,” If it waa 
neceasary in the early days of the church 
for Paul to give warping as to the conduct 
of bishops and deacons, which no doubt 
applied equally to those under their charge, 
is it not incumbent on ministers and people

The first ts 
Isaiah bth chap., 11th verse: ‘*Woe to 
them that rise early in the morning that 
they may follow strong drink; that con- 
tinue until night, till wine inflames them.” 
We are commanded in Ephesians, 5th chap, 
18th verso; “Be not drunk with wine 
wherein is excess, but be filled with the 
spirit,” (not alcohol). And such texts 
might be quoted to any number, but let 
these two suftice forthe present. 

I will now give a fow passages on the 
other side of the question, or scriptural 
testimonies, First, tho children of Israe) 
were 40 years in the wilderness, **They 
drunk neither wine nor strong drink,” 
Water was given them. Second, Samson's 
mother was commanded *‘Now therefore 
beware I pray thee, and drink not wine nor 
strong drink,”—Judges 13 ch., 4, 5 v, 
Third, Samuel's mother. Eli accuses her of 
being drunk, Hannah answers him, ‘No, 
my lord, | am a woman of a sorrowful 
spirit; [have drunk neither wine norstrong 
drink, but have poured out my soul before 
the Lord.” —1st Samuel, 1st chap. part 15 v. 
Fourth, Daniel and his three friends 1st 
oh. 12th y. Daniel, says to Melzar ; ‘Prove 
thy servante,! beseech thee ten days; and let 
them give us pulso tu eat, and water to 
drink,” thereby refusing the wine. 

‘Take John the Baptist, we have no ac- 
count of his drinking wine. Take the case 
of the Rechabites, and we find even his 
his descendants drank no wine; they obeyed 
the command of their fathers, And well 
would it be ifin this day all the people 
would follow their example, we would not 
have drunkenness {n all our land. The 
Bible abounds with passages against the 
use of wine and strong drink, and well 
would it be for every man to read, mark, 
and take warning and avoid everything that 
can intoxicate. We are commanded to 
“shun the very appearance of evil,” as I 
told Lord Elgin, our Governor General, at 
one of hisdinners in 1849, when he asked me 
to take a glass of his wine withhim. On re- 
fusal, ho said ‘it was only toasted water,” 
which I well knew, yet I told His Excel- 
lenoy that the Good Book commanded us 
to shun the very appearance of evil, and 
that was an appearance of evil in the color 
of it.

SAVED 16 LIVES. 


Corporal Perry’s Herolam — sixty-Eight 
Bodies Idontifled. 


Lane Crry, Minn, July 15,—Corporal 


Macpherson jumped after. My husband 
then tumbled down and called to the rest to 
follow, Tho building crushed in upon us, 
and then portions of it wore hurled skyward. 


Trees were blown by and a huge ‘ice 
chest fell into the cellar and pinned 
us all down. As wo lay there 


in the painful refuge we heard the Schurmair 
house crash and scatter timbers in all direc 
tions, For 15 minutes the timbers and fur- 
niture of both houses were hurled about the 
site of tho houses, ’ 

Aftor our releaso\from the collar we 
began looking for members of the house- 
hold. Wo found them scattered about, 
Minnio Mass lay in the road, her 
heat cut aud her mouth bleeding badly, 


B, L. Perry of St. Paul saw the wreck of the 
Seawing and at once hastened to the spot to 
rendor assistance, Finding a man standing 
near « boat op the shore ho asked to,be taken 
out to the overturned steamer. .When, the 
man refused Perry threatened to kill him 
unless his orders were oboyed, and with the 
help of his unwilling assistaut he saved the 
lives of 15 or 16 women. Adjutant-General 
Mullen says the man has earned a commis- 
sion, 

From early morning a patrol of row boate 
was kept up all over the neighborhood of 
the wreck looking for bodies. Several were 
found in that.way Sunday night and a small 
boy was found floating and yolling three 
‘miles down the lake from the disaster. Bat- 
tery A of St. Paul kept up a cannonading dar- 
ing the day, trying to raise bodies, but with- 


out success, The little steamer Wanderer 
tried unsuccessfully to pull the wreck apart, 
and then the Ethel Howard came up the 
river and with the assistance of the Luella 
pulled apart the frame of what had been the 
top of the steamer, The Luella then pulled 
the Seawing up out of the water, releasing 
three bodies; one woman andtwo young mon, 
Alice Palmer of Trenton, was one of them, 
but the two men have not been identified. 
This makes a total of 65 bodies now identi- 
fied. It was stated yesterday that to keep

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dead, There were over 300 persons on the 
steamer and barge when they started 
to return to Red Wing, very fow remaining 
behind on account of the storm, although 
many protested against the proposal to 
steam up tho lake in the face of such a gule 
as was then blowing. Of the whole number 
it is known positively that about 50 were 
saved. More may have escaped, but only 
this many are known at this time to be safe, 
That would leave about 150 victims of the 
disaster, but everyone hopes the number will 
not go beyond 125, A good number are still 
in the wreck, anda great many are in the 
bottom of the lake where the gale first struck 
the steamer, Just how many will not be 
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after being first struck by the gale, 
bad been kept up by citizens of 
Lake City. After the last bodies had 
been taken from the wreck Adjutant-General 
Mullen pressed into service all the rowboats 
within reach, and with four soldiers in 
each boat began late this afternoon a thor- 
ough dragging of tho lake all about the 
scene of the disaster, 2o bodies were found, 
and at dark the search was abandoned for 
the day. Dynamite will be used to-day, 
There were s good many who made use of 
the life preservers, but probably none had as 
good and as much use of them as had Robert 
Adams, the 17-year-old son of Dr. Adams, 
of Lake City, and another boy, 
whose home is in Red Wing. They 
secured threo life preservers and were in 
the water for six hours before being rescued. 
Young Adams could swim, but his com- 
panion could not, They had the good sense 
to float quictly and not attempt to fight 
against the waves to the shore. During the 
time they were in the water, from 9 to 8, 
they were buffeted by the billows and blown 
hither and thither by the gale. They first 
drifted about a mile down past the town, 
and thon a change in the wind carried them 
up the river to Frontenac, seven miles from 
here, where they were rescued by Dr. Kain 
and party, still alive and well, but con- 
siderably the worse for their hard experience,

A BAD FRENCH-CANADIENNE, 


She Helps Her Brother to Murder Her 
Husband—Arrested Across the Line. 

Bosron, July 15,—At daylight yesterday 
Superintendent Cornish of the Pinkerton de- 
tective agency arrested at the Arrow House, 
near Newton, N.H., a Canadian woman, Leda 
Lamontagne, aged 20, on a charge of arson. 
A few years ago she married Napoleon Michel 
in Wolfestown, Que. Not long after their 
marriage the husband charged his wife with 
improper relations with her own brother, 
Remi Lamontagne. On the night of July 19, 
1888, the brother came to the house bringing 
a bottle of whisky. . The wife admitted him 
and all drank of the liquor. Remi left the 
house for a few minutes. On his return his 
sister ngain admitted him. As soon as he en- 
tered the house he 


opened fire on 
Michel, shooting him in several places, 
and afterwards cut his throat, The 


brother and sister then placed the body of 
the supposed dead man on a mattrass, set 
fire to the house and ran away. The dying 
map, roused by the fire, succeeded in. crawl- 
ing through a window, and reached the house 
of, a neighbor named |Bonche. The woman 
sought shelter in the house of another neigh- 
bor, Later she went to the house uf Bonche, 
not knowing that her husband was also 
there. Bonche suspected her and set officers 
on her track. She was arrested and acquit- 
ted. She fled before a new indictment 
charging ber with arson could be procured, 
After her arrest in New Hampshire she was 
brought to Boston. 


A MINNESOTA CYCLONE, 


FIVE ST. PAUL PEOPLE KILLED AT A 
SUMMER RESORT. 


Terrible Loss of Life Reported at Various 
Places—Meagre Particulars of the 
Storm—The Dartmouth] Disaster—No 
More Bodies Recovered, 


Sr. Paun, July 13.—A few minutes before 
5 o'clock this afternoon the clouds which had 
been threatening a storm began to collect 
over the region of Lake McCarron, two. or 
three miles north of this city, soon taking 
on the rotary motion and the terrible ap 
pearance of the cyclone. Hundreds of citi- 
wens watched the clouds as they swept to- 
gether and followed their course to tho 
northwest, in which direction many friends 
had gone to spend the day at some of the 
many little lakes that are scattered over this 
country. Anxiety for the absent drew many 
down town during the evening to learn the 
first possible particulars of what was thought 
to be undoubtably a disastrous storm. A 
young man drove in from Lake Coleman soon 
afterwards with the information that at 
least two persons had been killed and over 
100 injured at that point. He had been out- 
there with a young Indy. friend, and having 
gone after the buggy to drive home, on his 
return to where she had been standing ho 


found his companion seriously injured 
by the stofm which bad so suddenly 
came upon them, Other reports fol- 


lowed quickly, each being a little worse 
than what had = preceded it, To 
the north and east of the city there are a 
great number of little lakes which are sought 
by the multitude every Sunday, and on the 
shores of these lakes many campers pass the 
hot months of the summer, Lake Coleman 
{s oné of these and the damage there was 
very heavy. Whon tho storm struck 
the little lake the boat house was lifted up 
bodily and overturned in the water anda 
boatload of persons was given similar treat- 
ment. Buildings were demolishet or badly 
wrecked, 

Passing from the starting point the cyclone 
struck Lake Joanna, Lake Gervais, Lake 
Vadnais, Little Canada and passed on about

A 
large crowd gathered about (lié Abbey and 
loudly choored Mr, Stanley nud Miss Ten- 
nant and the wedding guests on their ar- 
rival. 

Mr. Stanloy reached the Abbey at 1.50.

He can 
neither sleep nor eat, and lies prostrate on bis 
face, weeping wid) walting wotil the palace 
rings with the outery of woe,

splendid surrounding when bis child is sick 4 
Seven days have pasred on, ‘Then in the

Two mutiarea Years Azo~* 

On that ever memorable 12th of July 
morning just two hundred years ago, the 
Prince of Orange Nassau King William ILI, 
of Great Britain and Ireland, of glorious, 
pious and immortal memory, fought and 
conquered on the banks of the historic 
Boyne ; and to-day we enjoy the blessings 
of civil and religious liberty then secured to 
the people of Britain and the fruits of which 
have since blessed and elevated Obristian- 
ized humanity everywhere, 

The Battle of the Boyne, compared with 
other military engugements, was insignfi- 
cant in point of the numbers engaged, the 
killed and wounded and tho destructive 
power of arms used ; but judged by the re- 
sults and the issues that hung upon victory, 
it was, perhaps, the most memorable battlo 
of ancient or modern day Upon the folds 
of Hogland’s old flag are emblazoned the 
record of many heroio fields, but none more 
so than when tho old lion struck to earth 
foreign foes, and his own traitorous whelp, 
lings upon the banks of dear old Leinster's 
romantic atream, 

Proudly o'er Crecy's tented wold 
The lion flag of England flew; 

Aa proudly glean: » crimson fold 
On the dun heights of Waterloo, 

And as proudly, too, It waved over the 
bright wators of the Boyne. The stories of 
Crecy, Hastings, Plassy, Agincourt, Water: 
loo, Inkerman, and of a hundred others of 
Britain’s great battle-fields atill make the 
blood tingle in the veins of the descendants 
of the gallont men who fought them, and 
will live to be read by unbora generations ; 
but when time shall have dimmed the lustre 
of these great achievements, the memory 
of the Battle of the Boyvo will still romain 
young and fresh, and will be cherished and 
revered by freemen everywhere. Not be- 
cause the battle was greater than those we 
have named, not because the men engaged 
were more gallant, nob because the blood 
that flowed was redder or more true; but 
because it was a fight neither for territory, 
nor for crowns, nor for riches, but for faith 
and freedom—for the right to worship God 
after one's own heart, and for the right of 
every freoman to hold his head erect and to 
use his own judgment in spite of priestoraft 
or kingoraft. 

We are asked why Orangemen after the 
lapse of two centuries continue to do honor 
to this event, and we are told that our so 
doing gives offence to Roman Catholics, 
Wo answer that we celebrate it asa day of 
thanksgiving to God for the freedom and 
light we enjoy, and that Roman Vstholics, 
instead of taking offence, should join with 
us, as they too have reaped the benefits as 
well as tho remainder of the Christian 
world. 

We are asked also why our Socloty con- 
tinues to exist now that the danger to civil 
and religious liborty has passed, We say 
our Society is held together because that 
danger has not passed ; because Rome is as 
aggressive, a8 ambitious and as intolorant 
as ever. Orangolam is not aggresalyo ; it Is 
morely watchful. It stands as a sontinel 
upon the ramparts of Protestantism to up- 
hold the Altar and the Throne ; a religio- 
political organization, militant if necessary, 
but until danger threatens morely exponent 
of benevolence, of brotherly love, and of 
that Christian charity that should guide 
man's intercourse with his follow-men,—

light at 43s to 44s for finest, but we aro re- 
minded that the Ltverpool cable represen’s 
the buylng interests almoat exclusively. 
On the other hand the make now going on 
is represented as being unusually heavy, 
and some maintain that this fact along with 
the decreased consumption on the other 
aide must havo the effect of breaking prices, 
but the opinion of the great major- 
ity of operators is that bottom is about

it. Tho time has como to emerge from the 
fool's paradise in which we have too long 
sluarbered, and to realize that the money 
spent by Governments is tho money of the 
people, extracted from their pockets in 
one form of taxation or another. In the 
States of the neighboring republic direct 
taxation universally prevails, and forms a 
chief source of the revenue out of which 
the management of publio affairs is dotray- 
ed. None of them receive a dollar of in- 
come from the Federal purse, and all of 
thom are charged with larger financial ro- 
sponsibilities than any of tho Onanadian 
provinces. It may be too late to retrace 
our steps and abolish the subsidy system 
established at Confederation, and it would 
be iinprudent to inaugurate a movement in 
that direction; but if Mr. Mercler forces 
the issue as between increased subsides 
and no subsides, we venture to think he will

Sooner or later the direct taxation must 
come, Quebec is fast hastening to a crisis 
in her finances, and ere long the alternative 
will be between repudiation and enforced 
retrenchment. If Mr, Mercier will suo- 
ceed in his designs on the Federal treasury, 
it would ayall only temporarily, and the 
last state of the Province would be worse 
than the first, because relieved of the 
irksome, but often necessary discipline of 
penury, he would, ashe bluntly declares, 
at once plunge into new extravagances and 
new engagements. The condition of the 
Federal finances does not warrant an in- 
crease in the distribution to the Provinces, 
The debt of the Dominion is considerable ; 
the revenue is fully absorbed by the charges 
of a public service rendered uncommonly 
expensive by the great extent of territory 
and coast line to be covered ; and the work 
of material development which devolves on 
the Federal purse will absorb all the re- 
sources available for many years to come. 
To double the provincial subsidies would 

ut a strain on the resources of the Domin- 
jon treasury not easy to bear, and would, 
we firmly believe, imperil the stability of 
the Confederation, because apart from the 
well grounded discontent that would be ex- 
cited, the one strong limitation upon the 
Powers of the provinces would be lifted. 
Given compliance with his present demands 
and before five years had elapsed Mr. 
Mercier would be again knocking at the 
door of the Federal treasury with a force 
nothing could resist.” 

As Mr, Tarte points out, the resolutions 
of the provincial conference, and the success 
of the Grit Premiors who signed them, name- 
ly Mowat, Fielding, Blair and himself, in 
the recent elections, were Mr. Mercier's 
warrant for asking an increase of the pro- 
vincial subsidy for Quebec. In that con- 
forence Messrs, Mercier and Mowat were 
the leading spirits. Upon Mr. Mowat, 
therofore, rests a large share of the respon- 
sibility for Mercler's programme—a pro- 
gramme which, if carried out, would rob 
Ontario for the benefit of Quebec and event- 
ually disropt the confederation,

How to Eat Summer Fruit. 
Tho otiquotte of cating fruit might form 
a useful addition to the bouk of,manners for 
the summer season. Custom has prescribed 
certain rules for cating various fruits, and 
there is always a most elegant manner,sep- 
arate from the various other and more com- 
mon mothods of extracting the delicious 
parts of the fruit, Undoubtedly the man- 
ner of eating practised in countries in which 
the fruit is native is the most enjoyable, if 
one could know what the manner is, but it 
might not always correspond to tho best 
usages of the table, Take, for inatanoo,the 
receipt offered by a Southern paper for the 
best enjoyment of a watermelon. It will 
seem almost too savage for Northern prac- 
tice, This Southern writer says the water- 
melon ought never t> be cut with a 
knife, He says: ‘There is nothing fit to 
eat in the melon but the heart, and that 
should be torn out and devoured bodily. 
Sweets to the sweet, and nothing could be 
sweeter than these juices, which embody 
the fruition of the year and all that is best 
in the seasons. Tho knife is a deadly wea- 
pon. Itdestroys the flavor and has a 
deadly effect on the fruit." In northern 
households, watermelons, having been kept 
on ice, are brought to the table entire, cut 
across the middle or in those Gothic points 
dear to the colored water. Nutmeg and 
musk-melons are divided lengthwise and 
served, after the seeds have been scooped 
out, with a lump of ice in each hemisphere. 
Salt and sugar are served, with melons, 
accompaniments that would doubtless seem 
barbaric in the Southern lands where 
melons are picked fully ripe in all their 
sweotnoss. 

A New York fancy of the season Is that 
of eating pepper with strawberries. Those 
who have had the courage to try this new 
method say that the pepper adds pungency 
to the berry ; but most old fashioned folk 
prefer to dip the berries in powdered sugar 
and smother them with cream. Perhaps 
those strawberry lovers are not wholly ec- 
centric who say that a sprinkling of pepper 
is not so barbaric as the common atrawbe' 
accompanimentof cake and ice-cream, whi 
dull or take away thetrue flavor of the berry. 
The season of peach eating is approaching 
speedily. Careful housewives are prepar- 
ing colored napkins, for though peaches 
may be served often in thin slices and eaten 
in cream, there are many rich and velvety 
specimens that will be brought to the table 
in a central dish, since many persons prefer 
to peel their own fruit. Grapes will soon 
follow. Plums served among bright nas- 
turtium flowers and leaves, and pears piled 
high among their own green leaves, will 
soon entice the appetite,

Tho question is often asked, ** What is 
wino?’ lo my opinion there is very little 
that can be calied wine in its true sense, at 
the present time. I[ take it that the word 
“"'Mrosh” means unfermonted wine as ox- 
proasod from the grape, and the only safo 
wino to be used, but when used after for: | 
montation has taken place is unsafe, and 
more particularly whon adultorated, or in 
many instancos, made without one drop of 
the julce of the grape. 

Mr. Forester, of Portugal, tolls us ro- 
specting the manufacture of wine, that ** it 
is a mixture, composed of two-thirds sweet 
wine or grape juico, and one-third brandy, 
spud for bringing up the standard of port 
wines, then sweotoning mattor In every va- 
riety, aod elderberry dye is added to color 
it, and give it a body.” Some will say, 
** well, is there any harm in drinking such 
wine?" 1 say yes, because ib becomes an 
alcoholic drink, 

My fathor kepe spirituous liquors for sale, 
amongat which was port, Toneriffe and Mu- 
deira wines, which | had to deal in from the 
time I was eleven years old until 1 left him, 
about 70 years ago, I discovered a process 
by which I could make a 40-gallon cask of 

ort wine which would at that time sell for 
rH per gallon, at a cost of not over 15 cents 
por gallon, which would leave a net profit 
of 85ots, on every gallon sold, and not ope 
drop of grape juice init. I did not make 
it for sale, as he would nob allow adulter- 
ated liquors to be sold in his store.

vote in view when he rejected Salisbury’s 
proposition for a settlement of the Behring 
Sea controversy—a settlement exactly in 
line with that for which Secretary Bayard 
contended. On the other hand, it is urged 
that the President will not be likely to sup- 
press Blaine’s letter because it will certainly 
be made public when Salisbury sends the 
Behring Sea blue book to parliament, 
It is of course understood that the recent 
threat made by the British Government, 
with regard to the protection of British

This appeal will no doubt, as a contem- 
porary says,touck the hoart of many gener- 
ous Canadians,and pecuniary assistance will 
be promptly forthcoming. But at the 
same time the letter has a significance 
which cannot go unheeded by our people. 
It clearly demonstrates that Dakota is not 
what it was represented to be, and those 
who haye been lured’ thoro by the roseate 
pictures of politicians and land sharks, 
have boon basely dodeived.

But if Mr, Mowat has an insuperable 
objection to bonuses—except for rallways 
in the counties representé by himself or 
his colloagues—he might surely decline to 
hand over our mining wealth to mere 
speculators without imposing the very sim- 
fhe stipulation that the grant should be- 
come void if manufacture were not com- 
menced within a certain time and prosecuted 
continuously, 

When Mr. Meredith urged the stock- 
taking and Investigation of our forest and 
mineral wealth Mr, Mowat obstinately re- 
fused to yield in regard to our timber, be- 
ing unwilling to be restricted in his spend- 
thrift polloy of sacrificing this capital for 
his current expenses, Under tho pressure 
of the wise proposal of the leader of the 
Ontario Opposition he yielded as to the 
other branch of this wise polloy, aud adopt- 
ed the idea of spree Reon yt our mineral 
resources. Now, however, ho has recourse 
to another form of obstruction by coolly 
Ignoring the lessona afforded by his own 
commissioners, And his more especial 
organ excuses and defends Mr. Mowat for 
neglecting to utilize our mines for the 
establishment of an industry which hisown 
commission shows could be successfully 
undertaken and would be of the greatest 
benefit to our province and its people. The 
chief excuse is that Mr, Mowat wants other 
people to bear the cost of Improving the 
property under his control—and if he re- 
ceived this benefit we know by exporlence 
that he would turn round and rail at his 
benefactors for spending too much money. 


EDITORIAL BREVITIES. 


Rev. Dr, Carman, Goneral Superintend-

simple act of combing the hair, 
from old church history that the hair of the 
riest or bishop was combed several times 
aring services by one of the inferior clergy. 
The comb ts mentioned as one of the essen- 
tials for use during a high mass when sung 


by a bishop ; mass combs of precious metala 
are reckoned among the costly possessions 
of most European cathedrals, Besides those 
made of gold and allver, the poorer churches 


have them of ivory, while in some the more 
common kinds are used. Among those 
especially known to history are thone of St. 
Noob, St. Dunstan and Malachias. That 
belonging to St. Thomas, the martyr of 
Canterbury, is still kept in the Church of 
St. Sepulchre, Thetford ; that of St, Outh- 
bert, “tthe woman hater,” at Durham Oath- 
edral. From sundry roferonces in old leg- 
ions to the use of the comb in divinations, 
and from its appearance in combination 
with pagan emblems on rudely sculptured 
stones in various parts of Scotland, it seems 
probable that this was ono of the objects of 
pagan veneration which early Christian 
teachers deemed prudent to adopt, invest- 
ingit with some new significance.—St. 
Louis Republic.

In Spain the civil list, and allowances to

In Russia it is difficult to arrive at the 
truth about anything, but the net revenue 
of the Imperial family was officially esti- 
mated some time ago at £2,000,000 ; the 
Orown domains, consisting of more than a 
miles of cultivated land and 
forests, vesides gold and other mines in 
Siberia, being also considered as the pri- 
ate property of the reigning family.

Ho had frequently heard one peouse in- 
stracting another in crime, Had heard 
prisoners talking of their crimes, both 
through braggadocio and for the purpose 
of inducing others to crime. Had heard 
hardened crimnals worning young lads 
and young men agalnst crime. Thought 
that the intercourse allowed to prisoners 
by the want of classification was conducive 
to the spread of crime, The ostablish- 
ment of the Central Prison was a help to 
classification, as it enabled the authori- 
ties to romove tho habitual oriminals. 
Knew that criminals had a great dread of 
the Central Prison, Had heard them say 
that they would rather have four years in 
the Penitentiary than two years in the 
Central. They had no workhouse in Belle- 
ville. If there was he could make a better 
classification. Lots of poor people were 
sont to the gaol who bad committed no 
crime, but only because they had no means 
of living. Thought that after three terms 
in gaol a man was a pretty well hardened 
criminal. There should be an asylum for 
dronkards, whore they could be cured of 
thelr vice and treated asif diseased, When 
this treatmont failed, a man should be lock- 
od up for an indefinite period, Knew of 
several boys, who were hard casos when 
sent to the Reformatory, and wore just as 
bad when they came out. He would sug- 
gost industrial schools for different groups 
of counties and towns. Boys who grew u 
in idle habits and did not go to school, 
supplied most of the juvenile criminal ele- 
ment. A large number of criminals came 
from the old country. Oouldn’t say if the 
boys brought out from the’/Old Country 
were badly treated whon hired out by the 
farmers. Thought that separate confine- 
ment would bea punishment to untried 
prisoners. In some cases prisoners’ minds 
were affectod by too much isolation. 
Thought that gaolers should have a voice in 
the appointment of turnkeys, and no turn- 
key should be appointed against the wishes 
of the gaolers, Tramps should always be 
made work, and work hard when in gaol, 
except in the case of old men and cripples. 
A great many tramps came from the Old 
Oountry. This finished Mr, Appleby’s evi- 
dence, 

Mr. Sheriff Hope, of Belleville, was 
next examined. Believed that the want 
of education was the chief cause of crime 
in the Province, and that after that intem- 
perance wasn great factor towards filling 
the prisons, Truants from school, conse- 
quent on neglect by parents, caused ignor- 
ance among children and consequent crime, 
In reply to the Hon, Mr. Drury, Shoriff 
Hope said he was decidedly in favor of 
passing an act to deal with truancy from 
school, Looked on truancy as a species of 
crime which should be severely dealt with. 
In the event of such an act being passed 
he thought that the working of ib should 
be in the hands of the Magistrate and not 
of the trustees. Asa medical man, he be- 
lieved that toa certain extent crime was 
hereditary. Did not think an hereditary 
taint would follow, were children removed 
from the evil associations of bad fathers 
and mothers. The offspring of drunken 
parents with enfeebled frames, might start 
evon in the race of life, if removed before 
bad example had contaminated themn— 
thought marriage was a great preventive to 
crime, and that it was nota failure ; believ- 
od the majority of criminals Jeft gaol morally 
and physically improved. Proper oclassifi- 
cation would be a great benefit, and would 
still further add to the moral elevation of 
those incustody. He believed in long sen- 
tences and hard work for habitual drunkards 
of the criminal and ignorant classes, For 
these, inebriate asylums woro uscless. He 
would recommend tho ostablishmentof more 
central prisona—was not an advocate of poor 
houses. Temporary reliof should be given 
to deserving people. Had not givon aufli- 
olent thought au to whethor gaols should be 
undor government auporvision or that of the 
County Council. Gaol officials wore not 
aufliciently paid. It was not right to send 
youny Indo to a common gaol for such trif 
ling offencos as trespassing on railwaya.
